Seven Hundred Soldiers’ Graves 
Decorated in Lynn. 


Parade of Post 5, G. A. R., in 
Honor of. the Departed. 


Address by Hon, F. T. Green- 
halge, of Lowell. 


One more Memorial Day has gone into 
_the history of the past, leaving its marks 
of tender tribute on the countless graves 
where soldiers lie throughout the nation, 
and the quickened impulse of patriotism 
and love of country inspired by their ex- 
ample. Whereverin the burial grounds 
the spots of earth exist where the def end- 
ers of the Union rest in peace, there have 
living comrades bent to place flowers on 
theigreen turf above, there the muffled 
dram has sounded its respectful cadence, 
the Inultitude haye stood by with heads 
uncovered to the sky, and human sacrifice 
and heroism has taught again its powerful 
lesson of the nobility of mankind. 
Nomore the soldiers sleeping beneath 
the flowers their comrades placed above 
them hear the tread of the ranks of men 
who visit their graves upon this day; no 
more the trouble of lifearound them scars 
their faces as the wounds of baitle have 
never done. Yet out of the turmoil of the 
world’s existence, the treadmill of life and 
work, the men who remain in the 
ranks untouched by the reaper 
have marched once more on this great day 
of the nation’s love; marched as a rear- 
guard to the grander army that has halted 
at its eternal camp and laid down its arms 
forever on the Acre of God where the 
white headstones stand like ghostly tents 
in the bivouac of the dead, and where no 
fires haye burned save those of undying 
fame. They have lain the memorials of 
the living, tenderly, tearfully, with rever- 
ence and with honor—for what these 
martyrs did and what they dared they are 
remembered. 
It is to the silent witnesses of the 
pathetic, yet inspiring spectacle, the 
_ watchers in the crowd of those who stand 
upon the hillsides, who move beside the 
marching men as they wind among the 
graves and sec the ofttimes shaking hand 
from which flowers fall wherea solder 
sleeps, that the influence of Memorial Day 
comes to swell the heart and dim the eye. 
It is the soldiers’ day—a day for the dead 
andadayfor the living. ‘ihe men who 
lie there in the gravea were once shoulder 
to shoulder with the men who bring flow- 
ers to them now,—through many a long 


march and many a hard fight, on field and | 


in camp, biyouac and battle, they were to- 
gether as comrades—and now the 
honor and glory descends upon these 
living soldiers as well as upon 
their sleeping dead. One has gone before, 
the other yet remains, and the memorial 
spreads its mantle over those who are yet 
to pass the sencry at the river and march 
on into the great hereafter. 

Memorial Day, then, brings about a 
grand reunion of the Grand Army of. the 
Republic, and the people gathered about

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clouds. But when Saturday dawned, she 
had partially recovered her cheerfulness, 
and although still wearing her cloud-veil, 
she refrained from tears. When the after- 
noon exercises were about to com- 
mence at Pine Grove Cemetery, and 
the veterans were circled in line sbout 
the cluster of graves and the monument on 
Grand Army hill, flanked by peaceful 
eannon poiuting in all directions at 
thousands of men, women and children 
gathered on hill slopes and paths, she 
thrust aside her cloak of clouds and the 
sun came forth in glory, shedding a lustre 
upon the scene like a bendiction of God. 
It shone upon the marble mark3 of memo 
ry on the green graves of the buria 
ground and they g!eamed in whiteness. 
It sparkled among bright-hued dresses 
and briliiaut uniforms. It brought out 
the colors of flowers in all their beauty and 


flood of light. It was brightest, though, 
upon the hill top, among the little flags 
that marked where the soldiers were lying, — 
and as ahalo of heavenly blessing upon 
the living comrades assembled there. For 
just a _ little while, when the 
words of the memorial service 
were uttered, when the sweetly 
solemn music sounded, when the flowers 
were tenderly laid in decoration, and faded 
at the end, ax the light of life has gone he- 
hind the clouds of death many, many times 
before. 

The Day’s Work 
for Gen. Lander Post 5, Grand Army of 
the Republic, began on ,Saturday by the 
departure ofa delegation to Nahant. They 
were accompanied by the Excelsior Drum 
Corps, of Marblehead, and weve conveyed 
to the peninsula town in two barges. 

Shortly afterward, at 8.30 o’clock A. M., 
another detachment, under command of 
Capt. Fred T. Stone, with Senior Vice 
Commander J. J. Cunningham in charge, 
forming on Andrew street with the Lynn 
Cadet Band sat the head of the column, 
marched to and entered two special cars 
for the trip to the Catholic cemeteries. 

The command left the cars at Wyoma 
square and marched over the Lynnfield 
road to St. Mary’s, entering the gate as the 
band played Hartmann’s fuueral march. 
The service of the Grand Army was read 
by the Senior Vice Commander, and then 


| the comrades set about the decoration of 
' the 105 graves where the little flags were 


waving, With a bouquet and growing plant 
to each. ; 

From St. Mary’s the line of march 
was through Lynnfield and Bacheller 
«treets and Broadway to St. Joseph’s Cem- 
etery, where the same exercises took place, 
the service being said and 13 graves re- 
ceived floral tributes. 

At both these burial grounds were 
numerous spectators of the service and 
decoration, and others who came to visit 
once again the graves of thelr loved ones. 
It was cause for tears to break forth 
afresh and the heart to throb 
with grief again as the memory 
revived at the melody of mournful music 
floating in the air. ‘hey were down upon 
their knees where the ground was precious 
with the dead forms witbin it, and as they 
groped blindly at the growing weeds, and 
planted flowers with trembling bands, 
their tears fell as rain upon the earth. 
They stogd where the mound consent 
the mortal from the immorial, and thought.

__ Accompanying the procession was a 
float typifying the navy, a- beautiful little 
floral ship being upon it, guarded by two 
youthful Jack Tare, Ralph H. Cary and 
con Bond. There were also wagons con- 
ainfog decorating flowers and supplies of 
iquid refreshment 

The route of parade was from Munroe 
street through Central avenue and Union 
street, to Eastern Burial Ground, where a 
halt was made anda dirge played, Union, 
Lincoln, Essex, South Common stree'‘s, 
Market square to Western Burial Ground, 
where another halt and dirge occurred; 
thence up Western avenue, Washington 
and Boston streets, to Pine Grove Ceme- 
tery. 

The process{on, greeted by thousands of 
spectators on the route, gathered many ad- 
herents who marched along beside it to 
the music of the bands. As the line 
preceeded up Western avenue the side- 
walk division had acquired great strength,

observed by the post on such occasions. | 
Surrounded by animmense multitude of 
people, covering asa from which a! 
view was possible, the exercises began 
with the “Dennis” hymn, played by a 
quartette and the fall chorus of the Lynn 
) Cadet Band, while the sun burst forth>in 
living splendor over all. 

Then Chaplain Hazlewood lifted up his 
voice in an invocation to the Almighty, 
and Commander Shaw, assisted by the | 
Vice Commanders, Adjutant, Chaplain and 
Officer of the Day, conducted the remain- | 
der of the service, including the rendering 
of the ‘‘Dead March” in Saul, by the Brass 
Band. A 

At the conclusion of the service squads 
of comrades were dispatched to all parts of 
the cemetery and» decorated al- 
most half a thousand flag- 
marked graves therein. The work 
done, the line was reformed and 
marched back to headquarters, the bands 
striking up lively airs as the cemetery was 
bade farewell, sympolizing the fervor of 
patriotism inspired by the lescon of the 


day. 





In the Evening. 

At an early hour in the evening Post 5 
reassembled at Andrew street, proceeded 
to the City Hall, where officials of the city | 
government were received under escort, | 
and then marched to the Lynn Theatre.

A Large Audience at Lymn 
Theatre, Sunday Evening. 


An Address of Thought, Power 
and Eloquence, 





Twelve months of the life of General 
Lander Pos', Grand Army of the Repub- | 
lic, have elapsed since last the comrades 
gathered in Lynn Theatre, and sitting near 
the vacant chairs of comrades who had 
died, did soldiers’ honer to their memory, 
and now once more the great theatre was 
the scene of their tender exercises. 

Once more the line of vacant chairs, 
lengthened, sadly lengthened, with sol- 
diers’ portraits, speaking in silence a 
requiem of the dead. Once more the low 
and solemn drum-beat, echoing the name 
and fame ofeach departed soldier, as the 
Jong roll of 24 was called. Ounce more the 


Sweet Hymn and Song of Peace, 
the tender poem, the stirring address, the 
soldiers’ ritual, the flags and flowers, and 
the boys who wore the blue paying tribute 
to their comrades who haye gone. 


The auditorium of the theatre was filled 
in every part, Sunday eveniny, with the 
people of Lynn, who came to add their 
respect and Jove to the beautiful memorial 
of Post 5,and there were those among 
them who looked with tear-dimmed eyes 
ontheempty chairs that tola of grief in 
many homes, of the bitter parting with 
wife and children, of the household memo- 
ry that remained in aching hearts. 

The city came by its oflicial represent- 
atives, marcbing down from the hall of 
government, and taking seats in the boxes 
with reverent attention. Ciiy Marshal 
Wells. in the uniform of his eflice, es- 
corted the line, and following him were

\thesame kind appearing uponit. Dec- 
orative plants and flowering hydrang- 
eas,lilacs, geraniums, etc., banked in the 
pulpit and about the bases of the me- 
morials, gave a lovely effect to the pic- 
ture, which had as a beckground two 
immense national flags draped over the 
pulpit arch, with another hanging in 
graceful folds within the pulpit alcove, 
on the wall of which appeared an es- 
cutcheon bearing the hearty word

In the Warfare of Right 
against wrong, a good soldier of Jesus 
Christ must choose his regiment and 
colors, be mustered into service with us by 
baptism, and he isno longer hisown. “Ye 
are not your own, ye are bought with a 
price,’”’ said the apostle, and must seek first 
the kingdom of God, as the soldiers had 
first to serve and honor the Stars and 
Stripes.

Some time since the New York Sun wrcte H 
up this phase of the pension matter and) 
discussed it with that distinguished ability~ 
for which that paper is justly celebrated, | 
and claimed vehemently that a well-to-do 
soldier was no subject for a pension. It 
cited the pension case of General Draper, H 
of this State, who is known to be a badly- 
wounded veteran pensioner and also a 
very wealthy man. I wrote a communica- 
tion to the editor asking himifa man had 
been badly disabled in the war, so erip- 
pled that he could not-walk, but by the aid 
of the elevator got to the sanctum of the 
Sun, and could, by holding his pen,.in his 
teeth, or by dictating to a stenographer, 
produce editorials such as the Sun prints 
and pays for, whether he was not entitled 
toa pension from the government for his 
disabilities as wellasto his place on the 
Sun’s salary list. The communication was 
nelther acknowledged nor replied to, and 
probably had no influence in the premises, 
but I was glad to note that the paper im- | 
mediately dropped pension reform and 
took up with tariff reform as a leading and 
safer topic for discussion. The claim that 
a pension should depend upon or be rated 
by the valuation of a man’s personal or real 
estate is absurd. The object of a national 
pension system cannot be to relieve asso- 
ciated charities or Overseers of | 
the Poor. If it is it had 
best be abolished altogether. If 
aman is to be a pauper he might as well be 
alocalas wellas a national one. If the 
government does not owe a soldier for his 
disabilities or for his services, it does not 
owe him anything more than any other 
citizen. People talk of this phase of the 
question as though it was a new one. Why,

For more than a score of years it has been | 
a household word. There is not a State in 
the Union where our organization is un- | 
known. For years it was the largest post | 
in the country, and efforts to rival our | 
numbers have stimulated comrades of the 
Grand Army in many cities to an effort they 
might not otherwise have made. In this 
way the work of Post 5 has had an influence 
upon the entire order, and the good it has 
done, — by precept and example, 
cannot be estimated. Twenty-seven years 
of fraternal fellowship with the soldiers 
| and sailors of the late war. Twenty-seven 
years of Charity for the needy and dis- 
tressed widows and orphans of our late 
comrades and those hardly able to care for

In my ofiicial capacity as Chief Magis- 
trate of the city, bring to you to-night, 
the congratulations of the city of Lynn, 
soldiers and civilians, who were partakers 
of the trials and the glories of the great 
struggies for constitutional liberty. 

But itis not my intention to occupy your 
time by extended remarks, .believing that 
the soldiers and the partakers in other

Allow mein closing to tender my best 
wishes forthe long life and happiness of 
the soldier and the civilian who so willingly 
performed their duty in the hour of the nae 
ticn’s peril.

H»came back and gave them to 
men who knew howto use them and 
then offered me one, a nickel plated af- 
‘fair. Itold him that it was against my 
Quaker principles but he prevailed 
upon me to. take t. On 
my way home down Beach 
street that night met two men and 
heard one say, “That’s he.” I walked 
to the middle of the stréet.. One of the 
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_ goods for the soldiers were made up 
and the express company agre2d_ to put

men dodged to the side and the otber 
came into the street and towards me, I 
asked him what he wanted, but got no j 
answer. Then I pulled the pistol out 
and ordered him to balt'or I would fire.

to thrash a man who had made trouble: 
the night before for one of their 
friends. I told them to go home and } 
to report tome in the morning, which

That was | 
the last we heard of the barn burners. ~ 
In those days money was of no ac- 
count; it wes spent lavishly, and the 
citizens were expected to furnish it. 
The city government never failed when 
called upon. Ispent thousands of dol- 
Jars forthe soldiers without any au- 
thority, for I knew that theses men 
would back me, and they did. One day | 
J sent cut notices to the prominent cit- 
izens to call a meeting. I sent oneto 
the late Richard S. Fay, who received it | 
while on his farm and, thrusting it in- 
to his pocket unopened, did not learn 
its contents until late at night, when it 
was too late for him to attend. He) 
pent a letter the next day, however, |

Enclosed a Check for $500, 

riting that he supposed that was what 
was wanted. He wanted ms to dis- 
tribute it among the families of the 
soldiers, not to give it to the city gov- 
ernment, but to use it as I saw fit, and 
to give a double portion te those who 
had enlisted in the old regiment. A 
few weeks later I met Mr. Fay, and of- | 






fered him a statement of how I had 


used the-money. He refused to even 
look at it, and the next day sent ms 
another check, to be used the same way, 
for $700. 

Soon after the second battle of Buil 
Run, known as Pope’s defeat, I think, 
the city government sent me to the 
front tosee how the Lynn men were 
getting on. A few days before 1 started 
by donations 25 large shoe boxes of

reached Baltimore I saw a large num- | 
ber of boxes piled on the platform and 


way the boxes took fire and those from } 
Boston were burned, but the Lynn | 
boxes were not injured.

Mr. Nealthen told of his experience 
in the hospitals and how delighted the 
wounded men from Lynn were when 
they learned that the Mayor had been 
sent to see that they received good care. 
He spoke of one man whom he found | 
who had no money and to whom he | 
gave a sum to be used for the purchase 
of food, who ate so much that he died 
‘goon after, and also of two young Lynn 
;men for whom he obtained furloughs, 
that they might return toLyon. While | 
doing this he found a man who said | 
that he belonged in Amesbury and who 
wanted a furlough. Mr. Neal identi- 
fied him by the fact that theman knew 
the poet Whittier and got him the 
papers. Some time after that man 
called on him atthe City Hall and 
thanked him for his kindness, on his 
way to the front again.

It was not a mere exhibition, either, of 
military prowess, and the sad and sol- 
emn ceremonies of te-day would have 
little significance if they commemo- 
rated only deeds of warlike valor. 
The great wars that have resulted in 
permanent good to mankind can bs 
counted on the fingers of the hands. 
People are apt <o forget the awful di- 
mensions of the sacrifice that was de- 
manded of us as a people. 

“fF ¢ook occasion lately to ask the War 
Department for the totals of the en- 
listments, killed in battle and 
deaths from wounds and other 
causes during the war. Fa- 
miliar as I bad supposed myself to be 
with the war and its history 1 was ap- 
palled at the awful significance of the 
details. I found the total enlistments 
to have been 2,778,304, and as a measure 
of the devotion of the citizen soldiery 
of our country during the struggle 
there were killed in battle 67,058, 43,012 
died from wounds and injuries received 
in battle and from other causes 
throughout the war enough to make 
the horrible enormeus totalof 364,115. 

“Jt is our gad delight ir the spring of 
every year to henor and commemorate 
the graves ofsuchof those men as rest 
withus. It was not military ardor that 
caused this struggle and sacrifice. The 
North was devoted to the arts of peace, 
and’yet at the reverberation of a can- 
non shot fired at our sacred flag, the 
whole North was aflame with patriot- 
ism. . 

“What was it that inspired this. 
What inspired my own sparcely settled 
State of Maine to send from first to || 
last no less than 73,000 of her sons to | 
the conflict. [Cheers.] No invasion | 
was feared by New England, and yet | 
her sons marched away to encounter 
indescribable evils and death itself.

The Memories of the War. 
_ ‘Ts there not something strange in the 
consideration that to-day the govern- 
ment ofthe United States has been 
given tothe hands of men who were 
not in sympathy with Lincoln or Grant 
during that struggle? This may be 
called politics, but I propose to confine 
myself to the kind of politics that the 

soldiers of the United States have 
a right to hear. [Applause. ] 
I know something about this situation, 
and I don’t come to Lynn to make any | 
different statements from what i make 
on the floor of the House of Represen- 
tatives, 

“There is a good deal of humbug in 

the air, and part of it is the proposi- 
tion that the interests of the Union 
soldiers are safest in the hands of the 
ex-Confederates. I know what I am 
talking about when I say that hardly a 
measure has ever come up in the na- 
tional House for the benefit of the 
Union soldiery that has not had 
rhe it almost the entire Confederate 
vote. 

Congressman Boutelle here referred 
to a pension controversy that occurred 
at one time im the House, between him- 
selfand Congressman Oates, of Ala- 
bama, in which the latter had attempted 
to aefend the Rebellien.
